In addition m alaria, beriberi, dys- 
( m ary, cholera, typhoid, pneum onia 
and sm allpox take annual tolls of 
lives or leave their victim s w eak­ 
ened burdens upon others. 
Despite all that has been written 
and said about it. leprosy is not 
m uch of a factor in the situation. 
Its 
tradition 
from Biblical 
tim es 
erves to attract more attention to 
its cases b u t it % is far below tuber* 
( ulosis, beriberi and m alaria both 
as to its number of deaths caused 
and its econom ic drain on the coun­ 
try. 
T o th**' public health expert the 
deplorable post is that most of the 
afflictions 
are preventable, 
being 
due largely to faulty dietary and 
unitary habits.
